“But there is another side to it that 
must not be overlooked, and that is 
the mistakes that a lawyer’s stenog­ 
rapher makes. The law terms are so 
technical that it is not within reason 
to expect the stenographer to get ev­ 
erything exactly right. 
“One of the most amusing errors 
that I have ever heard of in connec­ 
tion with stenographic errors, if I may 
call It that, occurred in a certain law 
office the other day. The case was a 
divorce action, In which the plaintiff 
alleged cruel and Inhuman treatment. 
“Plaintiff, being a woman with all 
the common law disabilities, prayed 
the court for ‘temporary alimony and 
suit money.’ The prayer was dictated 
to the stenographer and she wrote it 
out and mailed it to the court.

his horror that the stenographer had 
made the prayer one for alimony and 
soup money.* ”

CHILDHOOD A VARIED FERIOD 


From Twenty Years, In the Human 
Race, It Grades Down to a Few 
Weeks Am ong the Birdsl 


The childhood of 
animals 
varies 
with the total length of life, with the 
size, and especially with the position, 
in the life scale. 
Long lived animals, 
large animals and highly developed 
animals usually have a long youth 
The educated human being requires 
20 years to grow up; the savage about 
15; the higher monkeys—the gorilla 
and the orang—12 to 14 years; the 
baboon. 8 years, and the small mon­ 
keys, about half that time. 
The less 
intelligent cat race has a youth of 
but 4 or f years among the larger 
kinds. 
The vegetable-eating animals, 
mostly of small intelligence, grow up 
quickly, the buffalo and all the big 
antelopes and deer having only about 
2 years of childhood, and the chamois 
somewhat longer, although the giraffe 
has 5 or 6 years. 
The elephant, the 
largest of land animals and one of the 
most intelligent, is not grown up until 
20 to 27 years old. 
All birds have a 
short youth, looking after themselves 
In 3 weeks to 3 months, but becoming 
grown up in I to 4 years. 
Many rep­ 
tiles—like the 
crocodile, and 


alligator—seem to <row all their lives. 
Certain other creatures have a short 
adult period—the m a v fly , for instance, 
spending 2 years on the bottom of a 
pong, and living but a few hours aft­ 
er emerging fully grown from its skin 
covering. 
Still more extreme is the 
American cicada, which 
gropes 
17 
years underground, and lives bul 2 or 
3 weeks after emerging.

18.—Mexico is 
face to face with the difficult prob­ 
lem of effecting the election of sena­ 
tors and deputies to the national as­ 
sembly under unprecedented circum­ 
stances. 
The law calling for the direct elec­ 
tion of members of the assembly Is 
to be in force for the first time and 
the states of Chihuahua and Sinaloa 
in the north and Morelos and Guerre­ 
ro in the south are partially or en­ 
tirely beyond the jurisdiction of the 
central government and in a state of 
open war. 
President Madero does not think 
himself justified in suspending the 
elections until the country is pacified, 
since he has a congress 
which 
is 
made up in its majority of partisans 
of the old regime. 
On the other hand, 
he fears the result of campaign prop­ 
aganda which would necessarily pre­ 
cede the election of a new* assembly. 
Local political conditions 
In 
the 
state of Oaxa?a. where the governor. 
Benito Juarez Maza, died a few' weeks 
ago. has already assumed a condition 
of unrest which is alarming. 
The 
popular candidate for the governor­ 
ship is Gen. Felix Diaz, nephew of the 
ex-president, who was defeated Jiy 
Juarez in the last elections, In a cam­ 
paign which w’as not free from blood­ 
shed. 
Gen. YTito Alessio Robles, who, 
until recently, had charge of the cam­ 
paign against the revolutionists in 
Morelos. Puebla and Guerrero, i3 the 
government candidate. 
He 
is 
not 
popular in his home state and it is 
believed that an attempt to force him 
on the people would result in a gen­ 
eral uprising in that state, of which 
it has been said: 
‘‘When Oaxaca 
rises, 
the 
government 
packs 
its 
trunk.”
